Dear F-ditor: 

As the school year gets 
underway, Americans wait 
for what the revolutionaries 
have in store. The cause and 
solution' to the campus re¬ 
volution were given in both 
the Eleventh (1953) and 
Fourteenth (1956) Re,ports of 
the California Senate In¬ 
vestigating Committee o .n 
Education. Here are state¬ 
ments from those reports: 

“An early directive by 
Lenin himself read's, ‘We 
must secure the good will of 
teachers and professors in 
schools and luniversities, of 
liberal ministers of religion 
and of pacifists and re¬ 
formers of the world in or¬ 
der to create a mental bar¬ 
rage in the minds of the 
capitalist youth, which shall 
forever bar them from par¬ 
ticipating in carnal conflict 
with, the Communist order.” 

The Report stated that, “It 
is not necessary that one be 
a Communist to do irrepar¬ 
able harm to youth. In fact, 
it makes little difference.” 

“The argument has been 
advanced that perhaps we 
should try Communism and 
see if it is better or worse. 
That is something you can¬ 
not do. You cannot try Com¬ 
munism any more than you 
can try arsenic or cyanide. 
Communism is .permanc.nt. 
It is fatal to freedom. It is 
in effect the total loss of 
your right to ever change 
your mind.” 

“These are things our stu¬ 
dents should know and un¬ 
derstand before they leave 
our schools.” 

“In our law schools, the 
subject of larceny is taught, 
but they do not get thieves 
to teach it. In our schools 
we must aggressively teach 
the evils of totalitarian form 
of government. We must ag¬ 
gressively teach the perils 
of Communism, but we .need 
not, we must not, have 
Communists teach It, ajiy 
more than we would have 
criminals teach In our law 
schools.” 

“We should be vigilant to 
see that Communist and so¬ 
cialist material propaganda 
is matched, answered, and 
exposed.” In short, “There is 
an .unquestioned obligation 
on the state and the school 
authorities to provide good 
and proper instruction in 
the public schools and es¬ 
pecially to exclude disloyal 
and perverted .propaganda.
